This cancer which is called the New World Order by its

The family's name is derived from the red shield on the 
house in the ghetto in which Mayer's great ancestors had 
once lived. He studied to be a rabbi but his parents died 
young. This forced Mayer to return to the family banking

Will Australians prefer death to slavery or 
will "social engineering" make,the chains 
invisible?

H.G. Wells the infamous Fabian wrote, "Until some

expansion of the population is required." 


That nearly says it all. They have to destroy to gain 
control of production (farmers, fishermen) and the 
movement, that's why owner drivers are not required. 
The only subject that H.G. Wells failed to mention in his 
all-encompassing sentence was "re-education" of the 
people to accept this new level of power by world control. 
When he wrote this sentence eighty years ago he was 
one of the greatest educators for the New World Order 
of his time, his group (Fabians) were dedicated to 
achieve their goals by programming generations of 
young people into accepting a one world socialistic state 
as an ideal principle. Another member of the group, 
Bertrand Russell said:

Cerebral Conditioning 


_ Nearly all of us consider that 
» brainwashing happens to others and 
never ourselves, and if that was not the 
case brainwashing would never work. But 
they alter the facts that proceed to the 
brain through the normal channels and do 
not alter the brain's ability to receive those 
incorrect facts. This leaves the person 
thinking they are unaffected but in reality the brain makes 
its judgements on this altered information. This is why a 
housewife would buy Kellogs cornflakes instead of 
another un-advertised brand. A pioneer of public 
relations (propaganda) Edward L. Bernays, who was a 
nephew of Sigmund Freud, wrote: 


"The conscious and intelligent manipulation of the 
organised habits and opinions of the masses must be 
done by experts, the public relations counsels: they are 
the invisible rulers who control the destinies of millions, 
the most direct way to reach the herd is through the 
leaders. All this must be planned, indoctrination must be 
subtle. It should be worked into the everyday life of the 
people, 24 hours a day in hundreds of ways. A 
redefinition of ethics is necessary, the subject matter of 
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propaganda need not necessarily be true." 


This is a short example of what weapons are being used 
on the Australian public's minds. Let us now travel to 
fictitious Apathralia and see how the Apathralians are 
reacting to mind control. 


Back to Apathralia 


The enemy, “our quisling government", needs to exploit 
three major areas in our country; its strategic military 
position, the vast economic resources and integrate them 
into its ideology base to enable it to use the work force 
without fear of sabotage. The enemy has written off the 
older generation as too difficult to deceive and relies on 
terror to control] them as they are more settled in their 
ways; adventure and disruption are not what they are 
looking for anyway.

3. Stir and scrape the bucket sides occasionally until the 
mixture is reduced to one quarter of its original volume, 
then stir continuously. 


4. As the water evaporates, 
the mixture will become 
thicker until it reaches the 
consistency of thick 
porridge [that's the way | 
like it.] At this stage take the 
bucket off the stove ana 
spread the gluey porridge 
over the aluminium foil. 






5. While the gluey cools, mark it 
deeply in a cris cross with a 
spoon about an inch apart. 


6. Allow the material to air dry, 
preferably in the sun. As it dries 
re mark it to aid in drying. 


7. When the gluey has dried 
to a point where it is moist 
and soft but not sticky to the 
touch, place a small spoonful 
on the fly screen . Rub it back 
and forth against the screen 
mesh with a spoon or other 
flat object until the material is 
granulated into small worm- 
like particles. 

8. After granulation, return 
the material to the sun to dry completely. 

9. Work up loads, small amounts, fired from behind a big 
tree with a long piece of string. When primers get flat 
don't put any more in, in fact back off, use batches of five

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The Ruger Mini-14 


Ruger Mini 14s have been loved or hated in Australia for the 
last twenty years. Some illogical people make uninformed 
statements like "if we didn't have those semi-autos we 
wouldn't have all this trouble with legislation today". Idiots 
like this do not deserve to own a catapult or a sling shot, and 
because they sat on their backsides, they woke up one day to 
find they couldn't. They cannot see that while the gun grabbers 
are working on the semi-autos they are getting breathing space.

The problem was the secondary sear engagement. The 
primary sear is moved forwards as the trigger is pulled, which 
releases the hammer.

On its way it pushes the hammer down and, as the shooter 
has still got his finger on the trigger, the primary sear is still 
in this forward position but the secondary sear, spring loaded, 
catches the notch on the back of the hammer and detains it until

If the semi-autos were not there they would be hounding 
something else. Today, the 4/5/93, the new South Australian 
gun laws were proclaimed and come into effect on the Ist of 
September 1993. They even include pop-guns and water 
pistols for control under the Act; reloading tools and 
components are another item mentioned for control. 


These insincere “holier than thou" tyre kickers must realise 
before it's too late, we must make for ourselves a free country.

14s have always copped a lot of flack and | think they are a 
pretty neat rifle. | used to own one once, not too accurate but 
very functional and reliable. 


Like any machine they do have wear on their moving parts, 

and these rifles do get a lot of wear as their owners tend to 
put through a lot of ammo. Many ‘times over the last twenty 
years Mini 14 owners have complained of their rifles firing 
short bursts. At first | was a little sceptical, as although the 
Mini 14 is made in a fully-auto model for sale to military 
customers the models that have been imported to Australia 
have not had the extra parts necessary for this to happen. 


Then | finally got my hands on one that was suffering from 
this problem. This customer used it on the range for military 
service competitions and unlike all the other owners who 
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engagement. As this happens the secondary sear is moved to 
the rear so that when the trigger is pulled again the primary 
sear disengages and the secondary sear does not block the 
hammer's progress. 


To study this process just whip out your trigger pack and close 
up the trigger guard into its catch, release the safety catch and 
dry fire the hammer. Incidentally this trigger system was 
designed by John Moses Browning for one of his pre-twentieth 
century self loaders and the patents have well and truly run out. 


Now the rifle that was malfunctioning had two problems that 
caused one result. One was dirt between the base of the two 
sears that blocked the secondary sear from moving into the 
correct place. Two was the notch on the secondary sear had 
got very smooth and worn but engaged the hammer for all dry 
firing pulls of the trigger with the trigger pack out of the rifle, 
but when the assembled empty rifle’'s trigger was pulled and 
held pulled and the action cycled as the bolt slammed shut due 
to the return spring pressure, it was possible to hear the 
hammer hit the firing pin after an instant of a mini-second. 


Now if the trigger had not been pulled the primary sear would 
still be holding the hammer, which would allow it to chamber 
a round with no problem and the burst would stop if the finger 
was removed from the trigger, as the primary sear would 
engage immediately. The highly polished secondary sear was 
just supplying enough engagement to the back of the hammer 
to hold it back as the bolt chambered a round. As soon as the 
bolt slammed shut the inertia would let the secondary sear trip 
over the rear hammer notch allowing it to fire each time as 


long as the finger was kept on the 
trigger. 

To fix these problems is very 
simple. Just remove dirt or 
obstructions at the bottom of the 
sears and hone with a smooth 
stone or wet and dry on a hack saw 
blade to deepen the notch on the 
secondary sear. This will allow the 
secondary sear to engage the 
hammer until the trigger is 
released and the primary sear is 
engaged. This simple procedure 
will stop all that embarrassment at 
the rifle range and stop any 
attention from your friendly local 
policeman, who might have the 
same trouble with his as they all 


seemed to be equipped with Mini- | 


14s these days. As the years go by 
and they might be allowed to 
practise some more, I'm sure this 
problem will raise it's head. | do 
hope they don't have too much fun 
with the tax payers’ ammo.

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The Role of Rifle Clubs 


ln one of the Anzac Day newspaper specials, strange as 
it may seem, they had an article about a "sporting 
shooter", an enthusiast who had been a member of the 
Proserpine (Queensland) Big Bore Rifle Club. He had 
learned his trade competing against his friends and used 
his skills to keep himself and his friends alive. Billy Sing 
officially shot 150 Turkish soldiers, 200 unofficial. The 
newspaper, as usual, tried to tar Billy with the 
psychopathic brush, calling him a cold blooded killer and 
a picturesque-looking man-killer and ignoring the fact that 
if all had received rifle club training then the efficiency of 
the Australian Forces would have increased many times 
over, and less Australian soldiers would have died. 


The NRA 


Military rifle clubs were started in the 1850's in Britain and 

were encouraged by the government. The movement 
spread around the world to Canada, New Zealand, 
Australia and the United States of America. This was the 
initial movement that started the National Rifle 
Association of America. The National Rifle Association of 
Australia is not quite as big, but Australia has not the 
population and has not had a supportive government 
pumping millions of dollars into it like its American 
counterpart. lf the government in Australia had put up 
prize money of $200,000 for the Queens Prize the 
membership would be greater and the competition would 
be tougher. 


In every war that Australia or its allies have fought for 
the last 150 years, our side has never been prepared and 
in the area of marksmanship and sniping every time great 
human sacrifice has to be wasted before the lessons are 
re-learned. Competition rifle shooting teaches skills that

fill 90% of a snipers needs; the other 10% - camouflage, 
escape and target selection are not easy, but do not need 
years of practice, like reading wind conditions, ballistics, 
graduations of angle, range finding, trigger control, 
coordination of the mind and body and the self discipline 





necessary to spend a lot of time motionless. 


Most people believe that good shots are born, that it has 
something to do with genetics or eyesight. That is 
nonsense. Marksmen are taught, the ones that do it best 
first are the quick learners, the good readers or the good 
listeners. When they evaluate the survivors after the war 
and they find that these people are from rural 
backgrounds and rifle clubs like Sgt Alvin York (Snr) and 
Billy Sing, they do not appreciate that they have had that 
time to learn these skills. The mass media puts it down 
to good country living. It's not the practice of judging ifa 
target is 900 yards away or a 1000, and putting a bullet 
into it to clinch if that judgement was correct. 

“Basic” Training! 

Most armies in the world give their recruits off the street 
a 12-week basic training induction if they can afford the 
time. In dire straits this time gets reduced to 6 or 3 weeks, 
sometimes less. This basic training consists of many 
trades, marksmanship is only one. They have to be 
brought up to top physical fitness. They have to stop them 
thinking as individuals, teach them cleanliness as most 
soldiers die of disease, teach them parade ground drill, 
some very basic map reading, section and platoon 
movements, field craft, bayonet practise, grenade 
throwing, mine laying, unarmed combat and then next to 
last, weapons training. Then, very last is time spent on 
the range mounds and if the recruit can manage to get 
his shots off without closing his eyes, he would be one 
of the lucky ones. 


The actual time behind a rifle butt with live ammunition 
in this 12 weeks would be no more than 3 hours. They 
generally don't trust them enough to take them to the 
range in the first six weeks when the emphasis is on 
physical fitness, and then in the final six weeks maybe 
three afternoons per week - but in this three hour time 
section there is a lot of 
range instruction, 
marking targets for 
the other guys and 
waiting their turn to 
shoot. So in this short 
time he will not even 
learn how to clean his 
rifle properly. 

Oh yes, he will be shown how to rub off the chrome 
plating of his piston head with soil or how to pull the barrel 
through with oil and "four be two" to make it shine, but 
he will never know how to clean the copper fouling out. 
He won't even know it's there. No one will show him how 
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to look for it. 


In the old days they used to show the rookies how to 
boil out the barrels with hot soapy water. This was to 
neutralise the corrosive salts from the powder and 
primers but it never did anything to remove the metal 
build-up which occurs with every shot from a copper 
jacketed bullet due to the heat and high pressure. If this 





is not removed the barrel bore gets gradually smaller and 
the pressure and heat increase, therefore increasing the 
fouling even more and accuracy gets affected. So take 
notice of those articles about "cleanliness is next to 
godliness". 


The reason why these facts and millions more are not 
explained to the recruit or the common soldier as he is 
basically not worth it to the army. Their job is to turn men 
out like a sausage machine. They are only going to last 
a few hours in the frying pan anyway. If they die they are 
finished. If they are wounded and survive they will more 
than likely do the training all over again to get them fit 
enough to do it all again, for a few hours 


anyway. 
Invaluable Experience 


The ones that survive who get the chance to 
keep doing it out there in that frying pan are the 
ones who knew it all before they went near the 
army. These peopie know what the sounds of 
incoming bullets are and don't stick their heads 
up to find out what the noise is about. More than 
likely they spent years working in the butts 
marking targets. They would even know if those 
bullets had been fired from 2000, 1000 or 300 
yards away. They could even tell you what 
direction they were coming from.

They are all permanent 
volunteers, and can be taken 
from their homes at no notice to 
defend their country. 

Those people who would say 
“who would want them in modern 
warfare" just don't know what day 
it is.

In 
modern warfare the man on two 
legs has still to put his legs on that 
ground before it is claimed as 
ours or theirs.

In fact 
Australia's open terrain is ideal for - 
sniping. Most rifle club members | M7 Garand sniper

these skills are also very useful for hunting dangerous 
game. The most dangerous in fact as they shoot back 
sometimes with artillery. Well that's not too bad as it costs

Our mate Bill, who ended up with one of these rifles, 
has customized it to the extent that you wouldn't 
recognise it. He sealed the stock with Estapol, added a 
cheek rest for the scope, and finished the lot in flat black. 
Scope fitted is a Nikon 4-12X, and a BAR bipod was 
attached to the forend. His home made muzzle brake 
looks functional if not outright pretty, but to the shooter 
I'm certain it is the epitome 
of beauty. ; 


Bill had some problems 
with accuracy at first, and 
even went to the extent of 
building up the bolt face 
with hard chrome to rectify 
an excessive headspace 
problem. He states that he 
was lucky to get 8 M.O.A. 
at first, but now 
consistently hits a drink 
can at 300 metres, ora 
rock that measures 20" 
across at 750 metres. It is 
difficult for him to shoot on 
a normal rifle range at set 
distances, as the safety 
buffer zone is not 
adequate for anything as 
big as this. 

He has settled on a load

A policeman's lot is not a happy one.. 


Gilbert and Sullivan who wrote the hit musical “The Pirates 
of Penzance" which featured that "policeman" song would not 
have appreciated how true the statement would turn out to be 
100 years after they wrote it. Gruesome murder scenes, road 
accidents and involvement in family domestics is all in a days 
work for the average policeman, but times have been changing 
and that is not all they have to contend with in this modern 
enlightened time. 


Police Raiding Innocent People’ s Homes 


Due to the Labor government's changes to the Weapons Act 
and the Family Law Act, the police are finding they have some 
new duties to perform. One 
of these duties is to take 
notice of anonymous 
telephone calls and search 
and seize without a warrant. 
These days all they have to 
do is record it in a register. 
To digress for a few seconds 
due to the Magna Carta's 
presence in Australian law, 
police used to have to go in 
front of a Justice of the 
Peace and on oath swear 
that they believed a crime 
was being committed to 
acquire a search warrant to 
confiscate property. They 
used to take a Customs 
officer with them as his 
warrant covered prohibited 
imports and they could call 
just about everything 
imports. But these days, 
after the anonymous call, it's 
on with the flak jackets (they 
are told they are bullet proof 
but the manufacturer 
doesn't have to wear them) 
and check the computer - 
does the culprit have a shooters licence? "Yes" - well, the 
informant must be right then. So it's out to the car for a house 
busting gun confiscating exercise that will look good for the 
politicians in the morning papers. 


The Search 


One of these busts was related to me by a friendly policeman 
who is appalled by the new attitudes which are encouraged by 
the Labor politicians . The culprit was a man named "Jones" 
who lived in a rural area on a ten acre block. They had received 
an anonymous Call stating this man was dealing or, as our 
Weapons Act calls it, “trafficking” in weapons without a licence

- a crime that attracts a penalty of 20 years imprisonment in 
Queensiand. it turned out this "Jones" man had advertised a list 
of rifles in the local paper and his neighbour, an environmental 
schoolteacher, phoned the police to vent his concern and fears. 
The house was pitch dark at 2 A.M. when the rambo-like police 
squad surrounded the little farm house. They checked their 
listening equipment, long range microphones, all were asleep. 
They used their night vision rifle scopes to plan their 
approaches. The house had a wooden veranda almost all round 
the house. The team split into several two to three sections and 
into action they went. 


The first commotion was when a Queensland blue healer cattle 
dog, that was asleep on the veranda near the back door, felt a 
policeman's calf muscles shee his big teeth. On closing his jaws 
and sliding his teeth into the 
soft flesh of the constable 
the policeman's screams 
and the growling dog 
alerted the household. At 
the same co-ordinated time 
as the back door team were 
trying to club the cattle dog 
to death to save their 
comrade's leg, the front’ 
door team rushed the front 
door but there was a snag 
- it was locked and no 
amount of bulky shoulders 
could push it in, so one of 
the team grabbed an axe 
that was standing in the 
wood heap and started 
chopping at the door. 


Lights were going on and 
the police smiled as they 
heard Mr Jones shouting 
out that he was phoning for 
the police. Children were 
crying, policemen were 
swearing. One policeman 
was bleeding and 
screaming. At that moment 
a police helicopter flew over and hovered with its search light 
on the house. Mr Jones was shouting “who the hell is it?". The 
wood chips were flying out of the front door and then one of the 
policeman had a brain wave and shouted, "Open up it's the 
police" - which could be barely heard over the sound of the 
helicopter and the chopping, the crying and the screaming. 


Mr Jones said" Hold on" and the chopping stopped for a 
moment and he opened the door. They were in. One section 
herded Mr and Mrs Jones and their three children into the back 
garden area. They were still dressed in their pyjamas. It was 
cold. The police pointed their rifles at them, keeping them 
covered, they were searched. The helicopter also assisted 


hovering above with the searchlight directed on them. The dog 
CONTINED OVER 
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was quiet now and the police started their search. 


They started in the attic dragging down through the manhole 
all the family heirlooms covered in dust, old boxes of 
newspapers, old mirrors that were cracked and the seven years 
of bad luck had run out a generation ago, old boxes of clothes 
and photographs. They were left under the manhole in the 
laundry mixed in with a big pile of washing, some washed some 
unwashed, some had been ironed several hours earlier and as 
it had all been searched for evidence it wasn't clean any more. 
The washing machine and drier had to be turned upside down 
and searched as there might be firearms concealed underneath 
them. 

The beds searched, nothing under the bed, most unusual. They 
were turned over and all cupboards and drawers were 
searched, the contents left in a gigantic pile on top of the beds 
so that the wardrobes could be properly looked at. This was 
done in the children's room also. The living room was stripped. 
The furniture carried outside and the carpets pulled up. The 
furniture was joined by all the garden tools and fence posts that 
had been stored underneath the house. The chicken coup was 
nearly destroyed as eager hands thoroughly searched it. All the 
potted plant pots were searched. The fern house was emptied 
and turned over. The kitchen was dismantied. The freezer 
defrosted. The gas stove turned upside down. The dish washer 
removed. The cornflakes were emptied onto the kitchen table 
with all the food in one neat pile just in case anything was hidden 
in the jars. The fish tank stirred with a stick to check that nothing 
else was sharing with the fish. 


You see they had been searching for two hours. Eleven men 
can make a mess in two hours and the Jones family were still 
standing outside with their teeth chattering. The kids crying 
about their badly damaged dog and the police had a big 
problem. First of all they had not found any firearms, not even 
a 22 or a fourten, or even any ammunition. They looked for 
Jo pedie as that at might mention firearm sales but nothing - ~so on 
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the off-chance they went looking for drugs as they knew their 
position was looking bad, but you know when your luck’s out, 
it really goes. They couldn't even find anything stronger than 
Panadol in the bath room cabinet which was now all spread over 
the bathroom floor. 


Now as an ex-employee of Her Majesty that used to get paid 
for doing similar work to this but in different circumstances, | 
almost feel sorry for them because as this search was drawing 
to a close, one of the constables found a piece of headed note 
paper with Mr Jones’ full name on the top. It said Mr Jones Q.C. 
Yes! Queens Counsel, a barrister from Brisbane who used this 
house in the country for a quiet retreat on weekends. He had 
made the mistake of writing "Jones” on his mail box. 


Wow! what are we going to do? 


Out to Mr Jones, apologies all round. The constables try a few 
half smiles but they don't work. One of the guys does some 
checking on the radio - they have got the wrong house. The 
sergeant, recognising that the house was in an uninhabitable 
state, suggests that they take Mr Jones and his family to the 
motel in town. Mr Jones adds, at Police expense. The time is 
nearly 4.30 am. 


Now before you start feeling too sorry for Mr Jones remember 
he is a Jawyer and as it turned out a member of the Labor 
Lawyers Association, a friend of the president Ms Roz Atkinson 
and Wayne Goss, Matt Foley, Dean Wells and all the other legal 
semi-secret power group that forms policy and supports 
lawyers into positions of power. So in a quaint sort of way he 
received a little lesson on what Labor policy was all about and 
what the personal ramifications were like for the public on the 
receiving end of those policies.

Chinese Type 63 


(or misnamed Type 68) 


The Type 63 rifle is the least advertised rifle in Australia. 
People who own them bring them out after midnight to 
clean them, as in 1987 the Australian Customs Service 
illegally confiscated these rifles. They claimed that they 
were prohibited imports and that they could be converted 


by Sergeant York : 


not a white rabbit, but a Type 63 with the same serial 
number as the one purchased two days earlier in 
Brisbane. Also there was a letter from John Fuller, a 
director of “Fuller Firearms” included, stating that Neil 
Adams purchased this rifle from "Owen Gun" Underwood 
and that he was sending it to the Federal Police for their 
attention! 


This letter was handed into the court as evidence. The 
customs confiscated an unknown quantity of Type 63 





The VNT 63 


to fully automatic rifles, so they searched Australia from 
Fraser Island to Melville Island, from Kangaroo Island to 
Rottnest. The funniest story | heard was an intrepid 
Customs officer bent on promotion, driving from 
Townsville to Weipa to knock on the door of this caravan. 
The sleepy miner told him he had sold it to persons he 
didn't know, so the Customs man had to getin his car and 
drive all the way back again. He must have had a four- 
wheel drive, as if you have a look at the map on the 
absence of roads you can then appreciate the funny side 
of it. 


The particular shipment that the famous court case was 
fought about was unusual as the goods in question were 
actually cleared not once by customs but three times, and 
were inspected and passed by the Federal Police as 
being “not machine gun construction”. All would have 
been well for the owners of the Type 63 rifles but for the 
following sequence of events: 


Mr Neil Adams, an employee of "Fuller Firearms” in 
Sydney, purchased a Type 63 rifle, one of the shipment 
in question, in person from "Owen Guns" Underwood 
branch. (In later conversation he did state that he had to 
do it as his job was on the line). In the court room as part 
of the customs evidence they played a video of a Sgt. 
O'Rourke of the Federal Police opening a long parcel, 
which had just been delivered by a freight company. The 
video gave great detail, 5 minutes at least, of him cutting 
open the paper and opening the box, and -lo and behold,

rifles and 33 off Mr Owen. Most of the others, or at least 
90% of the rifles, were found to be not at home when the 
Customs Department came to call. Mr Owen took the. 
Customs Department to the Federal Court in an attempt 
to appeal this decision. After a two-week court case the 
judge said he was busy and deferred his decision. Two 
years later he handed down his decision that Customs 
had acted incorrectly and found for Mr Owen on all 
counts. 


For a short time the Type 63 were safe; some were put 
on gun shop shelves and changed hands, but as usual 
there are never any real happy endings - Customs 
appealed to the full bench of the Federal Court who 
reversed Justice Spender's decision. Two of the three 
judges {Pincus and Jenkinson} just happened to be 
speakers at the Labor Lawyers National Annual 
Conference at the Gateway Hotel within a few weeks of 
handing down their decision. 


The rifle is a hybrid between the S.K.S. and the A.K. 47, 
and was designed to be manufactured more by pressed 
tools than the S.K.S. It also has more parts than either 
of the parent rifles; very few receivers are one piece 
forgings - most are two pressings riveted together. All 
found in Australia are marked Type 63 in Chinese on the 
left hand side of the receiver. The Customs Department 
and the Federal Police as usual went off half cocked and 
called all the rifles imported Type 68 rifles, most likely a 
mistake in "Small Arms of the World", the famous 


CONTINUED OVER 
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reference book which is now out of print. They tried to say 
that they okayed the import of Type 63, as they were 
semi-auto, and the importers fooled them with converted 
Type 68 rifles. This was nonsense and was easily proved 
in court as the Customs couldn't find one Type 68 
anywhere. Even the one they thought they had for sure, 
a captured one kept at the Australian War Museum, 
turned out to have Type 63 written on it. This specimen 
had been captured in Vietnam some years ago. 


One of the interesting features of this rifle is that the 
original version that was designed for fully auto and semi- 
auto fire had a gas plug that could be rotated 180 
degrees, two different size gas holes determined the rate 
of fire in one position. It would fire approximately 550 
rounds a minute and in the other position it would fire 750 
rounds a minute. As there are more parts in these rifles, 
cleaning is extremely important to their on-going 
reliability. Learn how to disassemble and then assemble 
in total darkness, then learn how to do it quickly without 
ever making a mistake. 


As it is difficult to put one's hands on a Type 63, even 
though there are lot about, none are ever displayed. We 
couldn't find one to do our usual sequence of 
photographs so we will use some of the photographs 
from the court case and give verbal instructions from 
memory. There are some slight difference as they were 
produced in many different factories in many different 
parts of China but all assemble/disassemble the same 
way, EXCEPT you might find yours has a gas regulator 
pin on the right and some will be on the left side of the 
rifle, the principle of removing it are still the same. 

1. Point rifle in safe direction and pull back cocking 
handle and make sure the firearm is empty and safe. 

2. While it is in the bolt hold open position remove the 
magazine. 

3. Pull back the cocking handle and allow the bolt to 
move forward into the closed position. 

4. Press in the spring loaded plunger which is situated 
on the left hand side of the dust cover at the rear (Fig. 1). 





5. Then pull the cover to the rear. 

6. Push the springs forward and lift the rear of it out of 
the receiver housing. 

7. Pull the cocking handle to the rear but apply some 
pressure to the top of the bolt as hammer spring can be 
pushing upwards when the carrier is approx an inch from 
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the end of its rear-ward travel there is a section removed 
in the receiver that allows the carrier and bolt to be lifted 
up and out of the receiver. 


8. Turn the bolt head so the locking lug is clear of the 
carrier and pull it forwards out of the carrier. 


9.Turn the gas retainer lever downwards clock wise and 
pull the retaining pin out. 





10. Take out the gas plug and the spring and piston 
should fall out. 

11. Slide the hand guard forward and the gas cylinder 
will be released too. 

12. At the rear of the trigger guard there is a flat catch, 
lift it out and rotate it towards the muzzle then pull the 
trigger guard down-wards and the trigger group will be 
free to pull out. 

13. Take the cleaning rod out and swing the bayonet 
clear. The receiver can then be lifted out of the stock.

As the first in our series of interviews with prominant persons 
Lock Stock & Barrel has been privileged to secure comments 
from Eric Butler. This tireless crusader for a free Australia is 
the National Director of the Austrlaian League of Rights. He 
has travelled all over the world, lectured extensively in 
Australia and is a World War |] Veteran. 


LS&B: When were you first aware of a One World 
Government movement? 


EB; As a keen student of history | was aware that the idea 
of world government existed during the time of the Greeks 
and the Romans. But it was C.H. Douglas, author of Social 
Credit, who focussed my attention on its modern 
manifestation, in his address, "The International Idea", in the 
early ‘thirties. 

LS&B: Which branches of the One World Government 
movement are the most powerful, or are leading the way? 
EB: /nternational Finance is the major driving force behind all 
World Government programs. 


LS&B: Does Australia have a special place or hold particular 
significance in the plans for the New World Order? 

EB: Australia is of special significance in all world government 
plans because of its vast natural resources and primary 
industries. 

LS&B: Would your think that USA or Russia was the leading 
motivation for forming the New World Order push? 


EB: While the old Soviet Union was prominent in its 
contribution towards establishing a World State, it was always 
subordinate to International Finance. The International 
Money power is above all nations. 

LS&B: We know that thereis an involvement with journalists, 
teachers, bankers, politicians and lawyers - are there any 
other groups particularly involved? 

EB: Generally overlooked has been the role of the Socialist 
International, of which former Prime Minister Hawke has been 
a prominent member. 

LS&B: Who do you see as being the main benefactor of the 
New World Order movement - who will gain power if they win? 
EB: As the New World Order runs against the grain of reality, 
it can never come to fruition, so no one will ever have 
complete world power. Growing social integration and 
anarchy will be the inevitable result of all attempts to 
centralise power globally. 

LS&B: Is population control a main part of the New World 
Order agenda? 

EB: Many of those prominent in New World Order movements 
are advocates of reducing population growths, but! would not 
say it is a main part of the total program. 

LS&B: What do you see as the best course of action to stop 
them from winning? 

EB: The most effective course of action against the world 
planners, is thorough exposure and firm resistance to all 
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programs for centralising power. 


LS&B: Do you feel that your movement is achieving this 
action? 

EB: Judging by the massive smearing of the League, it has 
been effective. There is an old saying, "They only smear 





those they fear.” 


LS&B: With 8 million Australians on some sort of social 
welfare benefits, the voting public has been bought and paid 
for by Labor handouts. Education of our youth has been 
turned into a social engineering brainwash which will 
influence coming generations.

A law for some sections of the community and not for 
others. We have Mr Sinclair of Fraser Island fame pulling 
out 120 trees on a sand hill near the beach which had just 
been planted by the Department of the Environment; any 
one else and they would be looking through barred 
windows for a long time, but Mr Sinclair is not even 
verbally critised, never mind charged.

Law is the mechanism in which groups organise their 
protection of individual rights to life, liberty and property.

I was interested to read of your dissatisfaction with your 
representations to QLD's Criminal Justice Commission. 


I have personal experience with the CJC that has convinced 
me that it is nothing more than a show pony. 


In late 1989 I was at that time a Senior Constable of Police 
stationed at Rockhampton, when a close friend - Keith 
Scantlebury - and I gave strong information to the Commission 
of Inquiry, (forerunner to CJC) alleging certain senior 
Detectives of the Rockhampton CIB were involved in the 
protection of prostitution and drugs. As a consequence an 
investigation was conducted by the Commission, resulting in 
what | believed to be a whitewash. An investigation was then 
conducted into the first investigation at the insistence of 
Robert Schwarten, then MLA of North Rockhampton. This 
also appeared to be a whitewash. 

Meanwhile a course of persecution in the form of "Operation 
Intrigue" was instigated alleg:ng that Scantlebury and | were 
involved in drug traffiking, ironically co-ordinated by a Det. 
Insp. Kel Weeks. one of the officers I alleged was involved 
in corruption. This investigation also included the Brisbane 
specialist surveillance unit and the drug squad. During this 
time [ had course to apply for a discharge on medical grounds 
for stress. 

[ was cleared of the allegations about a month Jater, and whilst 
waiting to appear before a medical board, a second 
investigation was ordered levelling the same allegations as 
before. This time Operation Intrigue was reactivated by the 
new Assistant Commissioner, Laurie Pointing, and again 
supervised by Det. Insp. Weeks. The operation lasted five 
weeks and was closed down by the CJC. 

The series of investigations resulted in me being charged with 
a fabricated charge of obscene language. | was found guilty 
and no conviction recorded. Scantlebury was charged with two 
fabricated counts of being in charge of Police documents and 
tound not guilty, 

Persecution also included the searching of my residence in 
the presence of my wife whilst I was absent, and the searching 
of business and private premises of Scantlebury and other 
friends. A junior Police Officer who stuck with me was sacked. 

The CJC held a sort of inquiry and one upshot was the 
recommendation that Det. Weeks be charged departmentally. 
He was not only not charged but promoted. The CJC failed 
to provide protection for my family and friends.

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their banking system for the payment of goods. During 
the crisis of 1815 when the Battle of Waterloo was in the 
balance, Nathan Mayer Rothschild (Mayer's son in 
charge of the London branch) propped up the Bank of 
England by buying their paper and stopping the run on 
the pound. For this service Rothschild received banking 
concessions in every country in the world under the 
Treaty of Vienna which was the nearest thing to the U.N. 
of the day. 


Mayer's five sons were made Barons of the Austrian 
Empire. A Rothschild was the first Jew in the British 
Parliament, and another was the first to be elevated to 
the British peerage. The head of the British branch has 
always been considered the unofficial leader of British 
Jewry. 

In 1871/2 Alphonse Rothschild, the French connection, 
placed two great loans to the French government on their 
defeat at the hands of the Prussians called the Liberation 
Loans, which left the government in his power. In 1875 
Lionel Rothschild, with a few hours' notice, lent the British 
government four million pounds [billions in today's 
money] so that the government could become the major 
stockholder in the Suez Canal when the French wanted 
out.

The Magistrate wasn't all that sure so he 
found me "ultra viries" of the Law, but only put me on a bond, and | had 
to sit for my Shooters Licence again and put in $200.00 to the Court 
and install a gun safe.

We had seven attempts to fight 
it in the Magistrates Court.Every time | got there the Police knew what 
| had in my favour to fight my case with and they got an adjournment 
(something smell fishy to you?) | wonder where they were getting their 
information.
